In another paragraph it is stated 
that ‘the United States, France, and 
** Italy will act with her [Great Brit- 
** ain}. in maintaining the common in- 
** terests and securing the advantages 
“ gained together.” This policy has, 
of course, been decided*on by the 
Governments of the Allies. _It may 
be supposed that the American force 
will consist in part of regulars who 
enlisted before the United States en- 
tered the war and whosé terms will 
not soon expire, In the selection of 
additions to this nucleus the War De- 
partment is likely to turn to units 
that have never been on the firing 
line and suffered: casualties_in battle. 
If Great Britain-can increase the pay 
of her soldiers in the army of occu- 
pation the United States can afford to 
do the same.

“THe ANNALIST’s ‘index number of 
the food cost of lving for last week 
fell below the average of the year thus 
far, but still remains above that for 
any other war year. Index numbers 
are interesting because they are be- 
yond control, and are neither bought 
nor sold. The same reasons which 
make them interesting to consumers 
make them uninteresting to those 
market operators who pay more at- 
tention: to securities than to commodi- 
ties. THe ANNALIeT’s food index 
number is calculated from the prices 
of twenty-five commodities repre- 
sentative of a family's consumption: 
As-yet these twenty-five commodities 
are not all cheaper to the family 
buyer, but they cannot fall in ‘the 
index number without first falling in 
the open market, and qaalty in the

Rear Admiral French Bnsor Chadwick. 
U. 8. N., retired, who was ‘Chief of 
Staff ‘of the North Atlantic Fleet in the 
battle of Santiago and who was one “of 
the few surviving Jofficers of the navy 
Who servéd fn the civil war, died at his 
hofie, 72 Hiast~ Bighty-second Street, 
yesterday. Admiral Chadwick was a na- 
tive ‘of West Virginia and was ‘75 years 
wos pod. He had been in poor health for 
more than a year and was stricken with 
pneumonia a week ago. The body will 
be taken to Morgantown, West Va., the 
old Chadwick home, for’ burial. Mrs. 
Cornelia Miller Chadwick, the Admiral’s 
“wife, survives him. There; were no chit- 
dren.” 

For years Admiral Chadwick was one 
of the navy’s best’ known officers. He 
Was a contemporary of Sampson, Schiey, 
Evans, Taylor, and Philip, and was an 
Annapolis graduate of the Class of 1864, 
In the Summer of 1864 he was a mid- 
shipman’ on -board* the. ‘old Union’ sloop 
of war Marblehead during the pursuit of 
the Confederate warships Florida and 
Tallahassee. From the close of the-civil 
war to 1872 Admiral Chadwick as & 
junior ‘officer served on* many of the 
famous vessels of the old navy, among 
them the Juanita, Sabine, Tuscarora, 
and Guerriere. 

After‘a tour of duty as an instructor 
at the Naval Academy *he was in 1882 
assigned to duty. on the Powhatan and 
ordered to:Hurope to gathcr information 
for the Bureau of Navigation.
